An  auspicious  beginning  for  the  1967  Ottawa  Israel 
Bond  Drive  was  made  on  August  16  when  pacesetters 
gathered  at  the  Jewish  Community  Centre  for  their 
annual  kick-off  luncheon.  Despite  the  warm  weather, 
over  sixty  men  attended.

An  all-out  effort  to  boost  Ottawa’s  Israel  Bond  purchases 
to  new  heights  has  been  mounted  by  the  Ottawa  Israel  Bond 
Committee  in  the  wake  of  Israel’s  miraculous  victory  in  the  Six 
Day  War.  Israel  is  relying  heavily  on  bond  dollars  to’ help  finance 
economic  growth  and  development  interrupted  during  the  crisis. 

Committees  under  General  Chairman  Nordau  Vineberg  and 
Women’s  Division  Chairman,  Mrs.  M.  Ralph  Berke,  have  been 
meeting  since  mid-July  to  plan  the  most  intensive  campaign  since 
Bonds  were  introduced  here  in  1953.  Based  on  early  results. 
Bond  leaders  have  high  hopes  that  the  goal  will  be  reached. 


With  the  approach  of  the  High 
Holy  Days,  the  drive  moves  into 
high  gear  as  preparations  go  forth 
for  the  Yom  Kippur  appeals  in  the 
Synagogues.  Sales  in  the  congre- 
gations are  key  factors  to  a suc- 
cessful drive. 

The  Women’s  Division  has  been 
a source  of  strength  to  the  Ottawa 
effort  since  its  inception.  On  Sep- 
tember 13.  the  women  of  this  com- 
munity once  again  demonstrated 
their  capacity  for  organization  and 
planning  by  staging  a highly-suc- 
cessful  Fashion  Show  on  the  theme 
“Woman  and  Her  World  — 1967”. 

The  drive  will  close  on  Novem- 
ber 5 with  the  Fourth  Annual 
Ambassador’s  Ball,  which  has 
gained  increasing  acceptance  as  a 
highlight  of  the  entire  social  sea- 
son. By  that  time,  the  Jewish 
community  will  have  been  tho- 
roughly canvassed  and  many  new 
purchasers  added  to  the  rolls. 


Ottawa’s  record  of  bond  pur- 
chases over  the  years  has  been 
held  up  as  an  example  to  commu- 
nities throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada.  Since  1953,  well  over 
two  million  dollars  in  bonds  have 
been  sold  here  and  at  no  time  have 
there  been  less  than  eight  hundred 
purchasers  in  the  community. 
More  and  more  people  each  year 
recognize  the  soundness  of  bond 
investments  when  they  are  able 
to  redeem  early  purchases  in  per- 
son. 

The  impact  of  the  1967  Drive 
has  been  heightened  by  a host  of 
unresolved  economic  problems. 
Many  are  a carryover  from  the 
days  preceding  the  dramatic  hap- 
penings of  May  and  June.  Others 
have  arisen  from  the  disruption 
caused  by  the  demands  of  total 
mobilization  in  Israel’s  fight  for 
life  and  freedom.

Rosh 
Hashanah  begins  the  Ten  Days  of  Penitence  which  culminate 
in  the  fasting  and  in  the  religious  services  of  Yom  Kippur,  the 
Day  of  Atonement. 

This  year,  Rosh  Hashanah  begins  at  sundown  on  Wednesday 
evening,  October  4 and  ends  after  sundown  on  Friday,  October  6. 
The  Hebrew  calendar  records  the  beginning  of  the  Holy  Day  as 
the  first  of  Tishre,  5728.  Yom  Kippur  begins  at  sundown,  Friday, 
October  13  and  ends  after  sundown  on  Saturday,  October  14.

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High  Holy  Day  Message 
by  the  Chief  Rabbi  of  Israel 

To  our  noble  and  generous  brothers,  the  House  of  Israel  in  the 
Diaspora,  lovers  of  Zion. 


Dear  Brothers, 

During  these  momentous  days, 
the  whole  House  of  Israel  has 
been  aroused  to  sublime  heights  by 
the  brilliant  victory  over  our 

enemies  which  our  heroic  sons  in 
the  Army  of  Israel  won  with  the 
help  of  the  Redeemer  and  Savior 
of  Israel.  This  lightning  victory 
over  the  enemy  hordes  surround- 
ing us  amazed  the  whole  world  by 
its  speed  — for  the  Children  of 
Israel  stood  alone  in  the  field 
without  the  help  of  foreign 

soldiers.  Their  heroism  reached 
the  level  of  the  Hashmona’im; 

furthermore  the  hand  of  the  Al- 
mighty was  revealed  in  this  victory 
as  all  the  fronts  collapsed  nearly 
at  the  same  time. 

The  fruits  of  victory  are  many. 
The  rout  of  our  enemies;  the 

expansion  of  our  frontiers;  the 
liberation  of  the  Old  City  of  Jeru- 
salem, the  place  of  the  Sanctuary, 
from  foreign  hands;  the  uplifting 
and  internal  awakening  of  the 
people  to  unity  and  their  drawing 
nearer  to  the  source  of  our  life  — 
the  eternal  Torah  — which  has 
maintained  us  and  from  which 
we  draw  our  strength  and  power, 
faith  and  trust. 

This  situation  places  upon  us  the 
obligation  to  strengthen  the  people, 
both  materially  and  spiritually,  to 
consolidate  the  nation  and  to  in- 
crease its  power  of  absorption;  and 
to  fortify  that  spiritual  power 
which  is  revealed  in  our  Torah  and 
faith. 


In  this  context  we  must  em- 
phasize the  role  of  the  Israel  Bond 
Organization,  which  has  achieved 
so  much  in  the  development  of  the 
State  of  Israel  and  which  now  has 
an  even  greater  task  to  fulfill  at 
this  time  which  has  been  granted 
us  to  witness.  There  is  now,  there- 
fore, a double  duty  to  purchase 
Israel  Bonds,  to  strengthen  the 
economy,  to  facilitate  the  speedier 
absorption  of  new  immigrants  and 
to  solve  the  problems  arising  from 
the  increased  area  of  the  State.  By 
purchasing  Bonds,  a Jew  fulfills 
two  great  mitzvot  from  the  Torah 
— “If  you  lend  money  to  my 
people”  and  “Let  him  stay  as  your 
brother.” 

Remember  that  by  buying  Israel 
Bonds  you  help  strengthen  the 
economic  basis  of  Israel,  and  build 
a home  for  our  brothers  whose 
desire  is  to  come  and  dwell  in  the 
land  of  their  fathers. 

Great  assistance  is  required  to 
complete  these  tasks,  and  each 
one  of  us  should  strive  to  increase 
his  contribution,  and  to  participate 
in  this  sublime  duty. 

May  the  Almighty  give  you 
strength  and  courage,  happiness 
and  success.  May  we  all  live  to 
pave  the  road  to  the  salvation 
which  is  drawing  closer  with  the 
mercy  of  our  Lord  who  is  return- 
ing his  glory  to  Zion.

On  Mew  Year's  Resolutions 


Rosh  Hashanah  is  a time  for  self-evaluation  and  for 
the  making  of  resolutions.  On  this  “Judgement  Day"  we 
become  our  own  severest  critics  and  are  all  too  painfully 
aware  of  the  failings  and  shortcoming  of  our  lives. 

What  happens  to  the  resolutions  that  we  make  ? 
There  is  an  apocryphal  story  about  a rabbi  who,  shortly 
after  Rosh  Hashanah,  placed  a large  sign  above  a box 
in  the  entrance  to  the  synagogue  which  read  : “Put  Your 
Broken  Resolutions  Here.” 

It  is  certainly  true  that  our  beautiful  Rosh  Hashanah 
resolutions  have  a very  short  life  span.  Sometimes  one 
wonders  whether  they  are  not  made  only  for  the  purpose 
of  being  broken. 

And  yet,  how  much  less  appealing  people  would  be 
if  they  never  made  any  resolutions  ! Man’s  state  would 
indeed  be  a sorry  one  if  he  never  saw  any  flaw  in  himself 
and  never  resolved  to  do  better  next  time. 

Rosh  Hashanah  calls  on  man  to  resolve  to  do  better. 
It  reminds  him  that  he  is  human,  and  being  human,  he 
will  make  mistakes.  It  also  brings  the  comforting  mes- 
sage that  being  human,  he  has  the  glorious  capacity  to

make  resolutions  for  the  better  life. 


Let  not  the  fear  that  you  will  fail  to  live  up  to  your  resolutions  keep  you  from 
making  them.  Hold  fast  to  your  dream  and  vision  of  your  better  self  and  some  day  the 
dream  will  become  a reality. 

On  the  eve  of  the  year  5728,  I pray  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that  He  will  grant  the 
families  of  our  Jewish  Community  of  Ottawa  health  and  happiness  and  that  we  may  all 
resolve  to  build  a more  complete  and  meaningful  Jewish  life  for  ourselves  and  our  child- 
ren. May  G-d  help  us  to  keep  and  to  fulfill  this  resolution. 


High  Holiday  Message 

This  Rosh  Hashana,  the  mind  of  all  Jews  must  turn 
to  the  events  of  the  past  year  — and  each  one  of  us 
knows  clearly  that  something  very  significant  has  happen- 
ed. Our  understanding  may  vary  from  an  intuitive  under- 
standing to  a keen  historical  analytical  insight  — but 
it  is  an  understanding  of  the  heart.  We  lived  through  the 
fateful  weeks  — standing  on  what  we  thought  was  the 
brink  of  annihilation  to  the  exhilaration  of  victory.  Each 
day  was  a thousand  days  — and  we  lived  through  it  — 
through  an  era  of  Jewish  history.  It  has  been  a year  of 
fear  and  glory  and  self-knowledge  — for  we  were 
surprised  at  our  own  reaction  and  the  depth  of  our  own 
commitment.  The  Jewish  people  will  never  be  the  same 
again  for  we’ve  reached  a new  dimension  in  the  possi- 
bility of  commitment. 

But  as  the  situation  settles  back  to  the  “normal”  — 
shall  we  as  well  ? Shall  we  sink  back  to  the  apathies 
of  the  petty  and  inconsequential.  Shall  we  have  to  be 
bribed  into  activity  by  blood  curdling  threats,  by  corpses 
and  tears  — by  dinners,  entertainers  and  continued 
awards.  Having  achieved  a measure  of  nobility,  should 
we  be  prepared  to  abdicate  it  ? I hope  we  do  not. 

This  past  year  has  also  seen  some  significant  changes  in  the  Jewish  community  in 
Ottawa.  There  is  a new  Reform  Temple  and  a new  Orthodox  Synagogue.  1 welcome  them 
and  their  Rabbis  — Rabbi  Powell  and  Rabbi  Messinger  to  the  community  — and  I extend 
my  hand  in  welcome  to  Rabbi  Bulka  of  Machzikei  Adas  Congregation. 

Change  is  an  inevitable  concommitant  of  life.  I would  be  worried  if  there  were  no 
change.  Insofar  as  these  changes  meet  some  heretofore  unanswered  needs  in  the  commu- 
nity, we  should  be  glad  indeed  that  these  new  institutions  are  with  us.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
“fuller”  community  will  add  to  the  life  of  the  community  as  a whole,  enriching  the  total 
structure  midst  an  atmosphere  of  mutual  respect  and  co-operation. 

We  look  forward  to  a year  of  God’s  blesing.  We  pray  for  health  — we  pray  for  the 
well-being  of  Israel  — for  the  redemption  of  our  brothers  yet  in  captivity  in  the  Soviet 
Union  and  in  other  places  — and  we  pray  for  the  peace  of  the  world.

President  Reports 

by  Jules  Loeb 

President,  Ottawa  Vaad  Ha'lr 


Without  question,  the  most  significant  event  to  touch  the  lives 
of  every  member  of  this  community  in  recent  years  was  the  Six 
Day  War  of  survival  which  the  Israelis  were  forced  to  fight  in  the 
early  days  of  June.  Israel’s  success  on  the  battlefield  will  go  down 
in  history  as  a great  tribute  to  her  military  planners,  the  heroism 
of  her  young  men  and  the  undaunted  spirit  of  her  people. 

As  those  crisis-laden  days  exploded  into  full-scale  war,  this 
community,  in  common  with  Jewish  communities  throughout  the 
world,  responded  in  a way  few  of  us  thought  possible.  I well 
remember  that  morning  of  June  5.  By  noon,  we  had  called  together 
the  first  of  several  emergency  meetings  and  within  forty-eight  hours, 
we  had  exceeded  our  quota  of  $750,000.  In  all,  the  Ottawa 
Emergency  Campaign  for  Israel  raised  almost  $900,000.,  on  top 
of  the  $435,000  total  which  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  had  reached 
only  days  earlier. 

This  never-to-be-forgotten  outpouring  of  solidarity  and  support 
from  every  corner  of  the  community  and  from  many  non-Jews 
was  unprecedented  and  I offer  every  donor  and  canvasser  my 
profound  thanks  and  appreciation. 

I must  pay  particular  tribute  to  Mr.  Bertram  Loeb,  the 
general  chairman  of  the  Emergency  Campaign  for  Israel,  whose 
leadership  and  personal  example  were  an  inspiration  to  the  entire 
community. 

I have  since  received  two  letters  which  are  reprinted  on  this 
page.  The  first  is  from  the  Prime  Minister  of  Israel’s  office  and 
the  second  is  from  Mr.  Samuel  Bronfman,  who  convened  an 
emergency  meeting  of  Canadian  Jewish  leaders  in  Montreal  the 
day  before  the  outbreak  of  hostilities.  I want  to  share  them 
with  you  because  they  express  more  eloquently  than  I can,  the 
regard  with  which  the  Ottawa  effort  was  viewed. 

The  road  ahead  will  not  be  easy  and  Israel  will  continue  to 
need  help  for  a long  time  to  come.  In  light  of  our  June  experience, 
however,  I am  convinced  that  we  in  Ottawa  will  continue  to  play 
our  part  in  full  measure. 

* * * 

The  drama  of  the  Israeli  crisis  could  not  help  but  overshadow 
the  very  real  accomplishments  of  our  1967  United  Jewish  Appeal. 
For  the  first  time  in  my  recollection,  the  U.J.A.  exceeded  its 
objective  and  I want  to  commend  Michael  Greenberg,  the  general 
chairman  of  that  campaign,  his  executive  committee  and  the 
volunteer  workers  for  their  excellent  organization  and  thorough 
coverage.  Thanks  to  their  efforts  and  the  generosity  of  every  donor, 
we  will  be  able,  in  the  next  fiscal  year,  to  finance  our  local  services 
and  meet  our  normal  obligations  for  relief  and  refugee  settlement 
in  Israel  and  abroad  in  a responsible  and  proper  fashion. 

* * * 

The  State  of  Israel  Bond  Drive  which  is  now  in  progress 

must  commend  itself  to  every  member  of  this  community.  Israel 
desperately  needs  bond  dollars  to  help  finance  her  economic 
recovery  and  to  carry  out  development  programs  interrupted  by 
the  war.  We  are  being  asked  to  lend  Israel  this  money  for  which 
interest  is  paid.  Israel  has  never  reneged  on  its  obligations;  many 
people  in  this  community  have  already  cashed  in  earlier  bonds 
and  showed  their  faith  in  Israel’s  future  by  reinvesting  the  funds. 
* * *

Powell  of  Temple  Israel  and  Rabbi  Howard  G.  Messinger  of  the 
Young  Israel  Congregation  of  Ottawa.  I wish  them  every  success 
in  their  new  posts  and  their  families  every  happiness.

Scholarships 

The  Memorial  Foundation  for 
Jewish  Culture  (of  which  Canadian 
Jewish  Congress  is  a constituent 
member)  is  continuing  with  its 
program  of  scholarship  grants 
available  to  university  students 
specializing  in  a Jewish  field  on 
a doctoral  level,  and  fellowships 
to  persons  qualified  to  carry  out 
independent  projects  in  Jewish 
learning,  literature,  and  the  fine 
arts. 

Last  year,  scholarship  and  fel- 
lowship grants  were  awarded  to 
98  candidates,  including  39  schol- 
arship grants  for  doctoral  students 
and  59  fellowship  grants  to  scholars 
and  writers  for  independent  proj- 
ects.

Succot  Observed  from  October  19  through  27 


The  Festival  of  Succot  begins  on 
the  evening  of  the  15th  day  of 
Tishre,  corresponding  this  year  to 
Wednesday  evening,  October  18. 
It  is  observed  for  nine  days  of 
which  the  first  two  and  the  last 
two  days  are  full  holidays  and  the 
intervening  days  half  holidays. 

Referred  to  also  as  the  Festival 
of  Booths  or  Tabernacles,  Succot 
is  a reminder  of  the  forty  years 
wandering  of  the  children  of  Israel 
in  the  wilderness  after  their  deli- 
verance from  Egyptian  bondage. 
During  that  time  they  were  com- 


pelled to  live  in  tents  or  building 
booths  wherever  they  stopped. 

The  succah  or  booth  is  a small 
tabernacle  built  of  wood  or  canvas 
and  is  covered  with  branches  of 
trees  and  plants  so  that  the  hea- 
vens and  the  stars  are  visible  over- 
head. 

In  biblical  days,  the  festival  was 
celebrated  by  giving  thanks  to  the 
Almighty  for  the  bounties  of  the 
land. 

The  eighth  day  of  the  festival 
(Thursday,  October  26)  is  called 


Shemini  Atzeret  (the  Eighth  Day 
of  Solemn  Assembly).  On  that  day 
the  Scroll  of  Ecclesiastes  is  read  to 
remind  people  of  the  transient 
character  of  life,  memorial  services 
for  the  departed  are  recited  and  a 
prayer  is  offered  so  that  the  earth 
may  produce  bountiful  crops  next 
year. 

The  ninth  day,  Simchat  Torah 
is  the  most  joyous  day  of  the  fes- 
tival as  it  marks  the  annual  com- 
pletion and  commencement  of  the 
reading  of  the  Law  in  the 
Synagogue.

Boston-born  Rabbi  William  Mil- 
len has  assumed  the  position  of 
Director  of  Education  of  the 
Ottawa  Talmud  Torah  system.  His 
responsibilities  include  the  overall 
supervision  of  the  Hillel  Academy, 
Afternoon  School  and  Hebrew 
High  School,  comprising  over  500 
children  and  a faculty  of  42. 


Rabbi  Millen  has  a B.A.  from 
Yeshiva  University  and  an  M.A.

"On  the 
other  hand,  the  child  who  displays 
special  ability  should  be  encou- 
raged to  utilize  his  aptitudes  for 
enriched  study.  During  the  course 
of  this  year,  teachers  will,  there- 
fore, be  placing  greater  emphasis 
on  the  progress  of  the  individual 
child.” 


Aside  from  the  academic  curri- 
culum itself,  Rabbi  Millen  believes 
that  the  school  must  play  a vital 
role  in  inculcating  values  of  a 
moral  and  spiritual  character.
